1.  Deserted  and  Orphan  Children: 

No  cases  of  desertion  in  the  Protestant  part  of  the  parish ; number  of  deserted  children 
and  orphans  in  the  Catholic  part ; number  of  desertions,  and  orphans  left  unprovided  for 
annually;  the  children  are  mostly  illegitimate  ; the  scanty  wages  prevent  saving  for 
chiMren;  orphans  of  an  early  age  are  generally  provided  for  by  some  charitable  neighbour 
till  old  enough  to  provide  for  themselves ; provision  by  law  for  deserted  children,  and 
manner  in  which  the  benefit  of  it  is  obtained  ; deserted  children  beg  till  they  are  able  to 
M.rn  wages;  neither  the  practice  of  taking  charge  of  deserted  children  nor  closing  the 
Dublin  Foundling  Hospital  has  had  any  influence  on  the  amount  of  desertion:  further 
legislative  interference  might  increase  the  practice  ; App.  (a.)  7. 


2.  Bastardy:

There  are  about  20  widows  having  young  children  in  one  parish,  who  have  not  any 
means  of  existence  besides  their  own  earnings;  their  condition  is  more  miserable  than 
that  of  any  other  inhabitants;  they  live  in  wretched  hovels,  and  have  but  two  meals  of 
potatoes  m the  day,  generally  without  buttermilk;  they  are  without  any  kind  of  occupa- 
tion,  |xcept  at  harvest  time,  when,  if  equal  to  manual  labour,  they  can,  for  a short  time, 
earn  6a.  a day  ; they  sometimes  sell  illicit  spirits;  landowners  seldom  consider  them- 
selves bound  to  provide  for  widows  or  children;  they  sometimes  give  a cabin  or  some 
very  partial  assistance;  tradesmen  are  indifferent  to  the  widows  of  their  workmen; 
they  could  not  afford  to  assist  them ; a subscription  among  the  gentry  sometimes  lends 
them  limited  aid,  but  this  source  is  very  uncertain ; in  a few  instances  labourers  have  de- 
voted the  after  part  of  some  week-days  to  the  cultivation  of  widows’  land,  but  it  is  by  no 
means  customary  ; sometimes  sheer  necessity  drives  a widow  to  begging,  and  sometimes 
even  prostitution  results  from  extreme  misery ; but  these  instances  are  few ; the 
children  of  course  are  infected  with  all  the  vices  inherent  to  their  mothers’  mode 
of  life;  there  are  three  Protestants  and  two  Catholics,  on  the  church  list;  religious 
feelings  do  not  influence  either  givers  or  receivers ; collections  are  occasionally  made  at 
chapel  for  individuals  in  extreme  distress;  the  only  general  subscription  is  that  collected 
in  the  poor-box  at  the  Protestant  church ; widows  are  generally  in  better  circumstances 
than  the  mothers  of  illegitimate  children  ; wages  are  no  inducement  to  incontinence ; the 
low  rate  of  wages  and  the  precarious  state  of  labour  will  not  allow  the  husband  to  make 
a provision  for  his  widow;  App.  (a.)  129, 130.

they  are  not  particularly  relieved  by  congregational  collections ; amount  distributed 
annually  by  the  Established  Church  ; it  is  distributed  indiscriminately  among  30  persons  ; 
there  has  been  no  competition,  by  increasing  the  weekly  stipend,  to  make  proselytes; 
amount  of  the  poor-box  of  the  Moravian  congregation,  which  is  distributed  monthly

management  of  the  dispensary  is  much  praised;  the  distance  from  a surgical  hospital, 
and  the  want  of  a fever  hospital,  is  much  lamented ; App.  (a.)

farm,  or  if  it  is  too  large  for  her  to  manage  she  is  given  a house  and  garden,  or  an 
acre  of  potatoe  ground,  and  grass  for  a cow ; a manufactory  for  flannels  and  frieze 
cloths  formerly  employed  300  hands,  but  does  not  now  employ  above  50  hands; 
the  gentry  do  not  subscribe  regularly  ; 100  widows  are  entirely  dependent  on  their 
children  for  support ; the  labourers  frequently  give  a day’s  labour  to  the  widows  holding 
land  ; they  am  very  kind  to  them  ; widows  prefer  remaining  at  home,  where  they  are 
sure  of  obtaining  sympathy  and  assistance,  to  wandering  to  a distance;  their  destitu- 
tion very  seldom  leads  them  to  prostitution;  there  is  no  congregational  collection  except 
at  church  ; the  widow  is  decidedly  worse  off  than  the  mother  of  illegitimate  children  ; 
the  granting  of  wages  by  the  sessions  could  not  have  the  effect  of  producing  inconti- 
nency ; a working  man  could  not  possibly  provide  for  the  destitution  of  his  widow  and 
orphans ; the  children  during  the  father’s  lifetime  are  not  half  clothed ; many  species 
of  employment  have  diminished  of  late  years,  particularly  since  the  falling  off  m the 
demand  for  coarse  woollens,  App.  (a.)  126, 127.  .

One  child  was  exposed  in  Newtown  parish,  and  one  in  Carrick  parish  ; children  so 
exposed  are  taken  round  from  house  to  house  for  one  night ; they  mostly  die;  church- 
wardens refuse  to  provide  for  them  ; when  parents  go  away,  promising  to  come  back  or 
send  money  for  their  children,  and  omit  to  do  so,  the  children  are  parcelled  out  among 
their  relations ; legislative  interference  is  wanted,  to  make  the  law  relative  to  deserted 
children  effective,  as  it  is  now  a dead  letter  in  Carrick  ; App.  (a.)  30,  31. 

2.  Bastardy  : 

Not  many  bastards;  the  mothers  are  chiefly  farmers’  maid  servants  ; the  children  are 
generally  supported  by  the  mother;  number  of  illegitimate  baptisms  compared  with 
others  in  the  year;  strangers  frequently  stay  at  Carrick  for  their  confinement;  a feeling 
of  honour  sometimes  induces  subsequent  marriages  when  the  parties  are  of  the  same 
rank;  no  case  of  infanticide ; wages  are  granted  according  to  agreement;  bad  women 
get  money  from  shopkeepers,  under  a threat  of  fathering  a child  upon  them;  mothers 
are  cast  off  from  society,  and  have  little  chance  of  getting  a husband,  unless  they  have  a 
good  deal  of  money ; a bastard  is  thought  nothing  of ; it  sticks  to  him  through  life,  and 
to  his  children  and  grandchildren  for  five  or  six  generations;  half  the  mothers  are  forced 
to  beg;  if  a mother  is  an  honest  woman,  she  may  be  kept  in  a farmer’s  house,  and  do 
her  work  as  well  as  she  can  ; sometimes,  out  of  their  wages,  they  pay  for  nursing  the 
child;  female  children  are  ill  brought  up,  the  example  of  the  mother  works  on  them:

Widows  of  the  working  classes  get  no  assistance  whatever  from  the  public  ; they  live 
generally  in  a very  poor  way;  some  have  small  hucksters’  shops,  and  sell  apples.  See.  ; 
spinning  is  now  all  gone;  there  was  no  begging  or  distress  when  the  woollen  trade  was 
good;  little  children  got  employment  then;  labourers’  orphans  of  five  years  old  and 
upwards  find  employment  in  a bacon  yard  ; one  landed  proprietor  never  takes  rent  from 
widows  on  bis  property  ; these  are  the  only  instances  known  of  assistance  by  the  gentry; 
widows  do  not  sell  illicit  spirits ; it  never  happens  in  towns;  labourers  in  the  country 
are  very  kind  to  widows,  but  do  not  now  work  for  them  011  Sunday  mornings  ; they  do 
not  divide  a widow’s  children  among  them;  App.  (a.)

There  is  but  one  orphan ; manner  in  which  it  is  supported  ; with  present  wages 
parents  cannot  make  provision  for  orphans;  the  present  system  of  providing  for 
deserted  children  is  the  best;  any  other  would  be  likely  to  increase  their  number; 
instance  of  a father  supporting  a deserted  child  on  a magistrate’s  refusal  to  receive 
him  ; App.  (a.)  16.

Number  of  bastards  ; they  are  not  supported  by  the  parish;  mothers  seldom  desert  or 
destroy  their  children ; fathers  often  neglect  them  ; a feeling  of  honour  sometimes  in- 
duces subsequent  marriage;  generally  caused  by  the  priests;  wages  are  not  granted, 
unless  there  is  proof  of  promise  by  the  father;  amount  granted;  never  before  birth;

offence  has  been  repeated ; wages  are  no  inducement  to  marriage;  mothers  have  diffi- 
culty in  prucuring  husbands;  the  influence  of  higher  orders  sometimes  induces  mar- 
riages ; the  mothers  are  looked  upon  with  contempt,  particularly  by  their  own  sex  ; that 
feeling  is  becoming  less  strong  as  the  fault  becomes  more  common;  evidence  required 
on  granting  wages;  mode  of  proceeding  against  the  father;  it  sometimes  induces  him 
to  marry  the  mother;  they  are  sometimes  sued  by  civil  bill  in  the  assistant  barrister’s 
court,  and  wages  recovered  from  them;  the  mothers  usually  beg,  leaving  their  own 
parishes;  the  children  beg  until  the  age  of  fourteen,  and  then  become  servants,  labourers, 
or  enter  the  army ; the  difficulty  of  supporting  herself  and  child  sometimes  leads  the 
mother  to  prostitution;  the  children  in  such  cases  are  brought  up  in  vice,  but  are  accus- 
tomed to  labour  and  support  their  mother  when  they  can  ; injury  to  the  health  of  both 
mother  and  child,  from  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  support  ; the  children  are  often 
neglected  by  the  mother,  but  there  is  only  one  instance  of  even  suspicion  of  infanticide;

There  are  15  or  20  widows  with  young  children  who  have  no  support  but  their 
earnings;  they  are  worse  off  than  beggars;  at  some  seasons  they  have  two  meals  of 
potatoes,  with  sometimes,  but  not  very  often,  a little  skimmed  milk  or  butter-milk;  in 
common  with  other  labouring  families,  they,  during  some  seasons,  live  on  weeds  gathered 
in  the  fields;  they  must  beg,  as  their  labour  would  not  support  them;  there  is  no 
assistance  ft om  the  parish  or  petty  sessions;  resident  proprietors  sometimes  assist  the 
widows  with  cabins  and  gardens,  but  the  grant  seldom  continues  for  the  life  of  the 
widow,  for  if  it  goes  on  too  long,  the  pauper  will  set  up  a claim  of  ownership  against  the 
proprietor;  absentees  never  assist;  how  far  the  gentry  subscribe  or  give  assistance; 
labourers  frequently  give  a day’s  labour,  or  the  Sunday  morning,  to  widows  holding 
land  ; they  sometimes  take  charge  of  the  children  ; they  are  usually  driven  to  beo-gary, 
but  almost  always  leave  the  parish  from  a feeling  of  shame,  but  which  is  substring; 
the  demoralization  consequent  on  begging,  sometimes,  but  not  often,  ends  in  prosti-

1.  Deserted  and  Orphan  Children: 

No  deserted  children  supported  by  the  parish  at  present;  their  numbers  have  decreased 
since  closing  the  Foundling  Hospital,  Dublin  ; two  deserted  children  are  supported,  one 
by  begging,  tbe other  by  collections  at  the  Catholic  chapel;  three  instances  of  children 
being  found  dead;  present  rate  of  wages  will  notallow  provision  for  orphans  ; tbe  church- 
warden considers  it  his  duty  to  superintend  the  welfare  of  deserted  children;  no  found- 
ling hospital;  since  closing  the  one  in  Dublin,  the  parishioners  have  been  more  vigilant ; 
the  evils  which  have  resulted  from  too  much  legislation  in  England  on  the  subject  lead 
the  people  to  dread  any  further  enactments  for  Ireland ; App.  (a.)  42. 

2.  Bastardy: 

No  bastards  have  been  supported  by  the  parish  for  tbe  last  three  years  ; instances  of 
desertion  are  rare,  and  there  has  been  no  case  of  infanticide  for  twelve  years  ; amount 
granted  at  quarter  sessions;  though  the  population  has  increased,  the  number  of  appli- 
cations for  wages  has  remained  stationary;  a second  application  would  not  be  punished;

mothers  are  often  driven  to  beg,  and  go  to  strange  parishes  for  the  purpose ; they  are 
not  driven  to  prostitution;  the  characters  of  the  children  are  injured  from  early  habits 
of  mendicancy;  refusal  of  support  by  the  father  frequently  leads  to  ill-feeling,  but  not 
often  to  violence  ; App.  (a.)

of  rooms  for  charity  ; are  often  obliged  to  beg,  though  in  many  cases  assisted  by  their 
poorer  neighbours;  they  are  sometimes  driven  to  prostitution,  and  their  daughters,  who 
collect  fragments  of  food,  cinders,  &c.  are  much  exposed  to  it ; they  are  not  relieved 
as  widows  from  congregational  collections;  App.  (A.)  160.

become  so  ; males  very  often  become  industrious,  with  feelings  of  shame  on  account  of 
their  condition  and  their  mothers’  disgrace;  the  refusal  of  the  father  to  support  the 
child  leads  to  ill  feeling  and  scolding;  the  health  of  the  mother  is  not  known  to  suffer 
from  the  difficulty  of  supporting  the  child,  or  that  of  the  child  from  scanty  provisions;

during  i^iee  alternate  days  in  the  week  ; almost  all  sell  illicit  spirits  ; no  assistance  is 
afforded  by  parish  or  petty  sessions;  the  resident  landlords  generally,  and  occasionally 
the  absentees,  assist  them  with  a house  and  a few  perches  of  ground  attached  ; the 
gentry  do  not  subscribe,  and  little  assistance  can  be  rendered  by  relatives  as  poor  as 
thenisi  Ives  ; labourers  assist  in  tilling  the  land,  but  cannot  subscribe  for  or  take  charge 
of  children;  many  beg  at  home  now,  the  shame  is  not  what  it  was;  destitution  has

of  them  supposed  to  be  from  exposure ; means  adopted  by  mothers  to  get  appointed 
nurses  to  their  own  children;  taking  charge  of  children  leads  to  desertion;  when  the 
Cork  Hospital  was  open,  there  were  more  foundlings  than  there  are  at  present;  children 
will  he  better  brought  up  in  families  than  in  an  hospital ; manner  in  which  the  advantages 
of  both  systems  adopted  might  be  combined  and  the  evils  avoided ; App.  (a.)

spinning;  selling  illicit  spirits  is  the  only  profitable  employment  an  industrious  woman 
can  find  ; there  is  no  public  provision  of  any  sort  for  them;  on  Lord  Sligo  s estates  the 
widow  has  the  choice  of  a cabin  and  a plot  of  ground  rent  free,  or  a preference  of  her 
husband's  land  if  she  can  hold  it;  such  is  not  the  practice  on  any  other  estate;  one  of 
the  widows  before  mentioned  lost  her  land  on  the  death  of  her  husband  and  got  no 
assistance  from  the  landlord,  a resident  in  the  county ; she  begs;  the  gentry  make  no 
effort  for  their  support;  their  relations  and  neighbours  assist  them,  often  by  taking 
charge  of  one  of  their  children;  they  seldom  leave  home  to  beg;  it  is  generally  done 
privately ; if  widows  with  young  families  and  women  with  illegitimate  children  both  beg, 
there  can  be  little  difference  between  them  ; but  if  both  struggle  at  home,  the  widow  is 
far  better  off,  being  more  freely  assisted  by  the  neighbours  ; the  latter  is  always  driven 
to  beg  unless  her  parents  keep  both  her  and  the  child  to  prevent  her  coming  to  greater 
shame  ; widows  have  not  been  known  to  be  driven  by  poverty  to  prostitution  ; App.  (a.) 
134>  125. 

4.  The  Impotent  through  Age: 

Number  of  impotent  persons  and  manner  in  which  they  are  supported  ; persons  with 
very  small  farms  can  only  expect  when  old  to  be  supported  by  begging;  those  holding 
land  make  a reservation  for  their  support ; if  they  do  not  they  are  likely  to  be  turned  out 
of  doors ; disagreements  as  to  supporting  parents  generally  arise  with  the  daughter-in-law ; 
hardship  on  the  children,  having  to  support  their  parents  ; detail  of  the  condition  of  an 
impotent  old  man  given  as  a specimen  of  others ; those  who  support  them  have  only  dry 
potatoes  themselves  ; those  who  beg  are  best  off ; they  are  reluctant  so  to  do  ; if  there, 
were  an  asylum  for  the  aged  those  in  comfortable  circumstances  would  not  place  their 
parents  there ; fear  of  individual  taxation  for  the  purpose,  App.  (a.)  198,  199;  Sup.  to 
App.  (a.)  29. 

5.  Sick  Poor : 

No  fund  for  sickness;  no  dispensary  ; the  sick  have  no  means  of  procuring  medicine 
or  advice  ; assistance  given  by  neighbours ; dread  of  contagious  diseases;  but  in  those 
cases  neighbours  will  attend  ; children  are  sometimes  removed  out  of  the  way  of  conta- 
gion ; they  beg  during  their  parents’  illness,  but  it  has  not  been  known  to  initiate  them 
into  mendicant  habits ; earnings  will  not  allow  savings  for  illness  ; inability  to  pay  for 
medicines;  App.  (a.)  293. 

6.  Able-bodied  out  of  Work : 

No  class  of  independent  labourers  ; very  many  small  holdings  ; small  number  of  days’ 
labour  to  be  procured  through  the  year;  a man  without  land  must  apply  to  charity; 
nominal  rate  of  wages  ; it  is  more  common  to  exchange  labour  than  hire  it ; distress  has 
increased  of  late  years  among  the  small  holders  ; sacrifices  that  are  made  to  pay  rent; 
men  and  women  lend  their  clothes  to  one  another  to  go  to  market  and  to  the  confessional ; 
several  villages  named  where  the  labourers  are  obliged  to  solicit  charity  ; many  to  prevent 
applying  to  charity  work  barren  mountain  land  ; instances  of  distress  given;  small 
holders  obtain  credit  at  a high  rate  of  interest;  their  last  resource  is  begging  or  digging 
the  potatoes  before  they  are  ripe  ; anxiety  to  learn  whether  Government  is  doing  any- 
thing for  them  ; great  hopes  of  the  present  inquiry  ; App.  (a.)  379-381  ; Sup.  to  App- 
<a.)  29. 

7.  Vagrancy : 

Number  of  public  beggars,  but  which  hears  no  proportion  to  those  subsisting  on 
private  charily;  clanship,  in  a great  measure,  prevents  public  begging  ; want  of  employ- 
ment for  the  able-bodied  ; description  of  beggars;  those  who  go  in  search  of  work  beg 
their  way  ; causes  of  vagrancy;  amount  of  collections  of  beggars,  and  appropriation  ot 
surplus;  how  far  deceptions  are  used  ; reason  of  taking  their  children;  state  of  morality; 
whether  beggars  would  emigrate  ; affection  in  their  families  ; assistance  to  one  another; 
tinkers’  families  are  confirmed  beggars  ; number  of  illegitimate  children  is  greater  among 
beggars  than  among  labourers,  as  is  mortality  ; circumstances  or  character  is  not  inquired 
into  in  affording  relief ; description  of  alms  given  ; the  relief  of  beggars  falls  on  the  very 
small  holders  ; the  Protestant  curate  once  gave  a coat  to  a beggar,"  and  wanted  it  himselt 
before  the  year  was  out ; average  extent  of  alms  given  individually ; religious  feelings

Number  of  deserted  children  ; wages  will  not  allow  a provision  for  children  : there  are 
no  religious  houses  where  deserted  children  could  find  shelter;  it  is  compulsory  on  the 
vesUy  to  assess  for  wages  ; in  case  of  refusal,  application  is  to  be  made  to  the  judge  of 
assize,  parochial  support  leads  to  desertion  ; the  Legislature  should  make  it  compulsory 
on  the  grand  jury  to  assess,  to  a fixed  amount,  for  children  up  to  the  age  that  they  are 
able  to  go  to  work;  App.  (a.)

2.  Bastardy: 

Number  of  baptisms  of  illegitimate  children  in  12  months,  none  of  whom  are  supported 
by  the  parish;  the  mothers  seem  as  kind  and  attached  to  their  offspring  as  others- 
average  number  destroyed  by  their  mothers;  informations  for  rape  are  Jworn  to  induce 
marriage  ; the  fathers  often  marry  from  a feeling  of  honour;  magistrates  refer  the  appli- 
cants for  wages  to  the  quarter  sessions  to  proceed  by  civil  bill  action,  for  recovering  a 
debt  contracted  by  stipulation ; App.  (a.)  54.  * 

3.  Widows  having  Families  of  Young  Children  : 

Widows  with  families,  when  they  have  land,  do  not  seem  worse  off  than  the  rest  of  the 
community;  the  tillage  is  done  for  them  gratuitously;  children  feel  more  bound  to 
work  for  a widowed  mother  than  for  their  parents;  the  widow  is  never  known  to  beo-  if 
she  can  maintain  herself  by  industry;  not  more  than  2d.  a pound  can  be  obtained  n”ow 
or  spinning  yarn  where  5a.  was  obtained  formerly;  while  the  linen  trade  lasted  a man 
■was  never  afraid  of  his  landlord  ; widows  do  not  have  recourse  to  the  sale  of  illicit 
spirits  more  than  other  persons  ; there  are  about  half-a-dozen  instances  of  landowners 
leaving  the  widows  a cabin  and  garden  where  the  man  worked  on  the  estate;  one  in- 
stance of  a mechanic  killed  by  an  accident  whose  widow  was  provided  for  by  the  landlord ;

testants, but  the  fund  is  not  limited  to  any  sect;  servants  or  cattle  jobbers  may  provide 
tor  their  families;  a labourer  cannot;  the  poor  are  very  distrustful  of  all  bankiug  systems  :

No  deserted  children  or  orphans  for  the  last  three  years;  no  foundling  for  iq  years  • 
it  is  supposed  that  while  the  Dublin  Foundling  Hospital  existed  it  encouraged  desertion 
in  other  parishes ; App.  (a.)  43,  44.  6 ruon 


2.  Bastardy: 

Bastards  seldom  come  under  public  observation  ; no  case  of  desertion  for  several 
years,  and  no  case  of  infanticide  remembered  ; one  application  for  wages  in  the  last  three 
years;  amount  granted;  any  dereliction  from  virtue  is  looked  upon  with  the  strongest 
feelings  of  contempt;  ,t  is  scarcely  possible  for  mothers  to  get  married,  unless  to  the 
fathers  of  their  children  ; bastard,  are  generally  looked  upon  with  great  coldness,  and 
must  remove  the  stain,  either  by  a long  course  of  good  conduct,  or  by  the  acquisition 
of  property ; not  even  a suspicion  of  infanticide ; App.  (a.)

No  provision  for  the  sick ; their  deplorable  situation ; three-fourths  of  the  mendicants 
have  become  so  from  the  effects  of  sickness  and  want  of  nourishment  during  recovery 
no  loan  fund ; unwillingness  to  attend  in  cases  of  fever  and  cholera,  but  not  in  other 
cases;  the  distribution  of  food,  fuel,  &c.  would  be  desirable,  but  requires  extreme  cau- 
tion; opinions  relative  to  the  dispensary  doctors ; nourishment  is  more  wanted  than 
physic;  description  of  the  destitute  state  of  the  poor,  and  suggestions  for  a dietetic 
and  medical  relief;  App.  (a.)

6.  Able-bodied  out  of  Wo  rk: 

Periods  at  which  employment  is  most  scarce  ; during  the  fishing  season  it  is  abundant

1.  Deserted  and  Orphan  Children: 

Number  of  deserted  children;  average  annually ; all  considered  to  be  illegitimate; 
legitimate  children  are  not  deserted  ; some  mothers  having  been  traced,  has  checked 
the  practice  of  desertion;  no  instance  known  of  a child  perishing  before  discovery; 
impossibility  of  parents  saving  for  their  orphans  ; instance  of  a man  saving  ; he  married 
early,  and  as  soon  as  he  had  one  or  two  children  his  condition  was  as  wretched 
as  that  of  other  labourers;  sum  that  may  be  levied  for  a deserted  child;  doubt 
whether  it  can  be  continued  for  move  than  one  year;  the  churchwardens  take  care

been  refused  the  number  of  bastards  has  not  varied  ; instance  of  a woman  being  awarded 
a very  small  sum  on  her  second  application ; an  instance  is  not  known  of  a marriage  in- 
duced by  wages  ; proceedings  against  fathers;  only  one  beggar  with  an  illegitimate 
child,  and  she  came  from  another  parish ; the  only  prostitutes  are  those  who  have  come 
after  soldiers;  affection  shown  by  the  mothers  to  their  children;  instance  of  annoyance 
by  a mother  to  get  her  child  out  of  the  father’s  hands ; an  illegitimate  child  cannot  be 
much  worse  off  than  those  lawfully  begotten  of  the  lower  class  in  general  ; App.  (A.) 
80,  81. 

3.  Widows  having  Families  of  Young  Children  : 

About  60  destitute  widows  ; their  situation  is  deplorable ; if  they  have  no  land  or  chil- 
dren able  to  support  them,  they  depend  upon  the  precarious  charity  of  their  own  equals,

No  deserted  child  for  three  years;  desertion  has  decreased  since  closing  the  Found- 
ling Hospital  in  Dublin;  when  a case  occurs,  a subscription  is  made  under  the  direction 
of  the  parish  priest  on  some  appointed  Sunday  ; evidence  doubtful  as  to  a fund  for  de- 
serted children ; App.  (a.)  16. 

2.  Bastardy : 

Supposed  number  of  bastards  ; they  are  not  supported  by  the  parish;  mothers  do  not 
desert  or  destroy  them;  fathers  often  neglect  them;  marriages  are  frequently  brought 
about  by  the  interference  of  the  clergyman;  wages  are  only  ordered  on  proof  of  promise 
and  part  payment,  and  then  as  a simple  debt;  women  have  difficulty  in  procuring  hus- 
bands, except  money  is  given  for  the  purpose ; they  are  treated  with  the  greatest  con- 
tempt by  their  own  class,  which  feeling  extends  to  the  bastard,  who  could  not  get  in 
marriage  even  the  daughter  of  a small  farmer;  the  objection  might  wear  away  if  he  were 
a well-conducted  man;  mothers  are  sometimes  obliged  to  resort  10  begging  and  prosti- 
tution; the  children  frequently  become  inured  to  a vagrant  life;  their  health  suffers  from 
want  of  proper  care  and  nourishment;  App.  (a.)  70. 


3.  Widows  having  Families  of  Young  Children  : 

There  are  fifty-eight  widows  dependent  for  support  on  their  own  earnings,  and  the 
assistance  of  their  friends  and  neighbours  ; they  are  much  worse  off  than  beggars  ; their 
diet  consists  of  potatoes  and  salt;  they  have  mostly  but  two  meals  a day;  there  is 
scarcely  any  employment  for  them;  a woman  working  as  hard  as  she  may  cannot  sup- 
port her  family  by  her  own  exertions,  particularly  as  the  children  are  of  no  assistance; 
no  parochial  fund  ; landowners  sometimes,  but  rarely,  give  a cabin  and  garden  to  the 
widows  of  their  tenants,  but  absentees  scarcely  ever;  there  is  no. regular  subscription 
among  the  gentry  for  the  assistance  of  widows  ; the  labourers  frequently  give  a day’s 
work,  or  a Sunday  morning,  to  widows  who  hold  land,  and  sometimes  take  one  of  the 
children;  the  widows  are  often  driven  to  beg,  and  they  generally  go  to  a distance;  pros- 
titution seldom  results  to  the  mother,  but  the  children  are  very  liable  to  temptation; 
the  probable  earnings  of  a working  man  prevent  the  possibility  of  his  making  provision 
lor  his  family  in  case  of  his  own  death  or  sickness;  App.  (a.)  142,  143.

Number  of  deserted  children  found  in  the  parish  in  the  last  three  years;  number  sup- 
ported by  the  parish;  they  appeared  in  good  health  and  well  taken  care  of  by  those 
who  had  charge  of  them;  the  crime  of  desertion  has  decreased,  owing  to  the  activity 
of  the  laie  Roman-catholic  clergyman  and  to  the  closing  of  the  Foundling  Hospital;  no 
instance  of  children  perishing  before  being  discovered ; impossibility  of  labourers  sav- 
ing; there  are  no  orphan  children  supported  by  private  contributions,  by  religious  orders, 

' or  by  subscriptions  among  the  poor;  the  law  is  silent  as  to  the  support  of  orphans; 
their  condition  at  Ennistymon  could  not  be  surpassed  in  misery  and  neglect  by  that  of

2.  Bastardy : 

Number  of  illegitimate  children  unknown  ; increase  in  the  applications  to  magistrates 
in  cases  of  rape ; bastards  are  not  supported  by  the  parish  ; no  case  of  desertion  for  four 
years  ; only  one  case  of  infanticide  within  the  last  ten  years;  rhe  fathers  of  illegitimate 
children  generally  maintain  them  very  well,  according  to  their  means;  most  applications 
10  the  petty  sessions  arise  from  the  exorbitant  demands  of  the  mothers;  applications 
for  w ages  before  birth  are  referred  to  the  quarter  sessions;  amount  usually  granted; 
many  applications  are  unsuccessful  from  a failure  of  evidence;  the  magistrates  conceive 
their  power  limited  to  the  agreement  between  the  parlies;  wages  are  no  inducement 
to  inci  niinency ; the  chastity  of  the  people  is  marvellous,  when  their  poverty  and 
wretchedness  are  considered ; the  morality  of  the  women  has  considerably  increased 
since  the  military  have  been  withdrawn;  where  a woman  has  connected  herself  with  a 
gentleman  many  would  be  anxious  to  marry  her  in  the  hope  of  getting  money ; by  far 
the  greater  number  of  women  who  have  committed  themselves  remain  unmarried  ; a 
woman  does  not  lose  all  respect  because  she  has  had  a child;  the  circumstances  are  con- 
sidered under  which  she  has  been  seduced;  instance  given  of  farming  property  being 
an  inducement  to  marriage;  the  stain  never  wears  off  the  child;  cases  have  often  oc- 
curred of  marriages  being  broken  off  on  discovery  of  one  of  the  parties  being  illegiti- 
mate ; proof  requiied  on  applications  for  wages  ; a second  application  might  be  equally 
successful  with  a first  ; proceedings  against  the  father;  an  order  for  wages  is  no  induce- 
ment to  marriage ; neither  does  the  father  usually  abscond ; a man  getting  out  of  the 
way  is  well  watched  by  the  woman,  which  may  cause  delay  in  her  application  for  wages;

3.  Widows  having  Families  of  Young  Children : 

The  condition  of  widows  with  young  children  is  most  deplorable  ; their  trnals  are  not 
fewer  in  number,  or  more  scanty  in  quantity,  lhan  those  of  the  labouring  classes  in 
general,  who  are  as  badly  off  as  they  can  possibly  be  ; the  limited  sources  of  employ- 
ment open  to  them,  and  the  little  assistance  derived  from  relatives,  makes  it  extraordi- 
nary how  they  subsist  at  all,  particularly  when  it  is  considered  how  reluctant  they  are 
to  beg,  a condition  bearing  no  comparison  in  point  of  comfort  to  their  own;  a little 
washing,  and  some  knitting  and  spinning,  by  which  tl  ey  may  earn  about  Qd!  a week 
throughout  the  year,  are  all  the  known  sources  of  employment  open  to  widows,  which 
is  not  sufficient  for  their  maintenance  without  assistar.ee  from  their  fiiends  or  from 
charity;  they  are  not  in  tie  habit  of  selling  illicit  spirits;  they  never  receive  parochial 
assistance,  nor  do  any  of  them  hold  their  land  rent  free;  there  is  no  systematic  plan  of 
relief  afforded  to  widows  by  landed  proprietors,  either  resident  or  absentees;  relief 
by  giving  cabins  and  gardens  is  not  known  ; all  that  is  dene  for  widows  is  by  iheir 
relatives,  and  those  at  all  times  least  able  to  aflord  it;  the  labourers  give  a day’s  labour 
to  them  occasionally,  and  generally  a Sunday  mornirg;  they  do  not  subscribe  for 
them;  innumerable  instances  of  kindness  are  evinced  by  the  labouring  classes  towards 
one  another;  when  obliged  to  beg  they  leave  home;  it  sometimes,  but  not  frequently 
leads  to  prostitution;  the  widow's  are  relieved,  in  common  with  other  destitute  objects* 
from  the  miserable  collections  made  at  church,  and  all  persuasions  are  equally  admis- 
sible; a working  man  cannot  save  anything  for  his  children  out  of  his  precarious 
earnings;  App.  (a.)

No  fund  for  the  sick  poor;  they  are  obliged  to  beg  and  pawn,  and  get  into  debt  for 
their  conacre;  no  loan  fund  ; anxiety  for  one  ; unwillingness  to  attend  the  sick  in  conta- 
gious diseases;  begging  during  sickness  does  not  initiate  mendicant  habits ; labourers 
out  of  their  wages,  cannot  save  for  sickness  ; no  benefit  societies ; effects  of  destitution 
arising  from  illness  ; App.  (a.)  318. 

6.  Able-bodied  out  of  Work: 

Periods  of  the  year  when  the  labourers  are  unemployed;  scantiness  of  meals;  no  fund 
for  periodical  scarcity  ; wives  and  children  beg;  mothers  are  not  deserted,  or  daughters 
brought  to  prostitution,  through  poverty  ; oftences  are  not  committed  to  obtain  the  food

1.  Deserted  and  Orphan  Children: 

No  change  in  the  last  three  years  in  the  average  number  of  yearly  desertions  ; number 
of  deserted  children  at  present  supported  by  the  parish;  supposed  to  be  illegitimate; 
no  instance  of  a child  perishing  before  being  discovered;  impossibility  ot  making  a pro- 
vision for  old  age  or  orphans  ; orphans  were  occasionally  provided  for  by  assessment  till 
within  the  last  two  years,  when  the  assessment  was  restricted  to  children  deserted  under 
twelve  months  old ; orphans  have  been  occasionally  supported  by  individuals  out  of 
sympathy;  no  subscription  for  them;  nurses  for  deserted  childien  are  selected  from 
among  the  most  well-deserving  and  moral  families,  generally  residents;  the  children 
consequently  generally  turn  out  well ; App.  (a.)  36. 

2.  Bastardy : 

Exact  number  of  bastards  not  known  ; one  baptized  every  Sunday  for  the  last  year; 
reason  of  their  being  taken  to  the  Protestant  minister  for  baptism ; some  come  from 
adjoining  parishes;  the  number  born  in  the  town  considerably  exceed  those  born  in  the 
country  parts;  they  are  only  supported  by  the  parish  when  deserted;  desertion  does 
not  often  take  place;  their  support  frequently  falls  on  the  mothers,  in  which  case  they 
struggle  by  every  possible  means  to  maintain  them  ; there  is  no  instance  of  infanticide ; 
the  fathers  frequently  neglect  the  children  ; subsequent  marriage  very  frequently  occurs ; 
wages  are  never  granted  before  birth ; the  child  is  frequently  sworn  before  birth ; sup- 
posed use  of  such  an  affidavit;  it  rarely  produces  marriage;  amounts  decreed  in 
actions  for  lying-in  and  for  maintenance;  no  change  has  been  observed  in  the  number 
of  children  since  the  practice  was  adopted  of  granting  decrees ; no  difference  in  the 
amount  granted  on  a repetition  of  the  offence;  the  mothers  are  considered  degraded 
by  their  own  sex,  and  have  difficulty  in  getting  husbands;  wages  or  the  influence  of 
the  upper  class  are  no  inducement  to  marry;  the  feeling  against  a bastard  is  not  very 
strong,  but  he  is  looked  upon  as  degraded ; proofs  required  in  actions  for  seduction 
and  maintenance;  proceedings  against  the  father;  they  do  not  have  the  effect  of  causing 
them  either  to  marry  or  abscond  ; difficulty  the  mothers  have  in  supporting  the  children ; 
'those  who  resort  to  begging  generally  turn  prostitutes;  in  such  cases  the  children 
become  inured  to  immorality  and  vice ; refusal  of  assistance  by  the  father  leads  to  ill- 
feeling;  injury  to  the  health  of  the  mother  from  difficulty  in  supporting  the  child;  App.

3.  Widows  having  Families  of  Young  Children: 

Widows  with  families  are  more  wretched  than  other  persons  ; extent  of  earnings  ; they 
cannot  support  their  families  without  some  assistance;  a large  landed  proprietor  sup- 
ports some  widows;  relations  sometimes  take  children;  they  beg  away  from  home; 
tendency  to  prostitution;  relief  from  congregational  collections;  widows  arc  worse  off 
than  the  mothers  of  illegitimate  children  ; wages  to  the  hitter  does  not  produce  incon- 
tinence in  the  former;  a working  man  cannot  save;  App.  (a.)

2.  Bastardy : 

Number  of  bastards  is  unknown;  they  are  not  supported  by  the  parish  unless  deserted 
•which  crime  never  occurs;  the  mothers  are  not  known  to  destroy  their  children  - the 
fathers  generally  provide  for  them;  often  marry  the  mother  while  pregnant,  but  seldom 
after  birth  ; a practice  formerly  adopted,  of  making  the  father  indemnify  the  parish  on 
the  oath  ot  the  mother  is  not  legal;  actions  for  seduction  and  maintenance  are  brought 
at  the  quarter  sessions  ; instances  are  not  known  of  the  richer  classes  using  their  influence 
to  induce  marriages  ; sometimes  the  mothers  resort  to  begging-  both  in  and  out  of  the 
parish  ; App.  (a.)

are  retarded  by  want  of  proper  relief;  the  dispensary  gives  general  satisfaction ; evils 
arising  from  the  distance  of  the  county  infirmary,  and  the  want  of  an  hospital  for  con- 
tagious diseases;  App.  (a.)

6.  Vagrancy: 

Number  of  beggars ; when  vagrancy  is  most  common,  and  causes;  description  of 
beggars;  age  and  sex;  from  whence  strangers  come ; how  far  the  children  continue  in 
mendicancy  ; quantity  that  may  be  daily  collected  by  an  active  beggar;  sale  of  surplus 
collections;  pleas  for  begging;  habits  and  morals  of  beggars;  families;  illegitimate 
children  ; comparative  condition  of  beggars  and  labourers  ; form  of  relief  given ; on  whom 
relief  principally  falls  ; quantity  given  by  each  individual;  motives  for  charity;  diseases 
are  spread  and  morals  injured  by  lodging  beggars;  if  there  were  a provision  for  the 
poor,  vagrancy  might  be  punished;  opinions  relative, to  houses  of  industry  and  fixed 
taxes  for  support  of  the  poor;  App.  (a.)

There  are  fewer  illegitimate  than  legitimate  deserted  children ; they  do  not  often 
perish  before  they  are  discovered ; in  some  few  cases  parents  might  provide  Irom  their 
earnings  for  their  children,  if  orphans;  it  is  seldom  successfully  attempted ; deserted 
children,  orphans,  &c„  are  supported  principally  by  private  subscriptions  collected  by 
the  clergy  a few  are  brought  up  by  the  different  religious  orders ; applications  atlhe 
assizes  for  money  for  the  support  of  deserted  children  have  succeeded  ; orphan  children 
as  such,  are  not  provided  for  ; only  foundlings,  who  may  ormay  not  be  orphans  ; deserted 
children  are  given  to  resident  nurses ; rarely  any  inspection  by  parochial  authorities ; 
mode  of  making  assessments  for  deserted  children;  no  foundling  hospital,  nor  apprentice 
fund  - children;  when  grown  up,  become  members  of  their  foster  parents  family;  ne 
orphan  institutions;  the  practice  of  taking  deserted  children  does  not  lead  to  their 
desertion;  some  provision  for  deserted  children  is  considered  very  desirable;  App.

3.  Widows , having  Families  of  Young  Children : 

Widows  with  young  children  are  not  always  in  a more  wretched  state  than  the  rest  of 
the  community;  no  peculiar  branches  of  employment  are  reserved  for  them;  in  most 
cases  the  wages  of  a hard-working  woman  would  be  insufficient  to  maintain  her  it  she 
had  several  children ; widows  are  not  oftener  than  others  driven  to  support  themselves

serted children  leads  to  desertion;  legislative  interference  considered  desirable;  local 
establishments  that  would  afford  shelter  to  orphans  and  deserted  children  would  be  pre- 
ferred to  re-opening  the  foundling  hospital,  Dublin;  App.  (a.)  18. 

2.  Bastardy : 

Bastardy  is  of  rare  occurrence ; bastards  are  not  supported  by  the  parish  ; they  are  not 
deserted  or  destroyed ; the  fathers  totally  neglect  and  do  not  from  a sense  of  honour 
marry  the  mothers;  amount  of  wages  granted  ; but  not  before  birth  ; punishment  is  not 
inflicted  on  applicants  even  on  repetition  of  the  offence ; the  mothers  have  difficulty  in 
getting  husbands ; wages  are  no  inducement  to  marry ; persons  in  higher  stations  may 
sometimes  influence  them ; the  feeling  evinced  towards  the  mother  is  of  reproach  by 
some  and  compassion  by  others  ; the  bastard  is  everywhere  received  with  reproach  and 
contempt ; proceedings  against  the  father,  which  sometimes  induce  him  to  marry  the 
mother  and  sometimes  to  abscond  ; actions  against  the  fathers  for  nursing  do  not  often 
succeed ; frequently  women  are  reduced  to  begging,  but  not  in  their  own  parish ; some- 
times they  are  driven  to  prostitution ; the  support  of  herself  and  child  occasionally  injures 
the  mother’s  health  ; the  health  of  the  children  suffers  from  the  privations  to  which  both 
they  and  their  mothers  are  exposed ; they  grow  up  in  vagrancy,  become  inured  to  its 
immoralities,  and  continue  in  its  vices;  a woman  who  deserts  a child  would  be  less 
careful  of  human  life  in  future  ; App.  (a.)  72,  73. 

3.  Widows  having  Families  of  Young  Children : 

The  number  of  widows  with  children  living  on  their  own  earnings  is  very  small,  but 
they  live  in  a more  wretched  condition  than  the  rest  of  the  community,  having  not  always 
two  meals  a day,  and  those  of  potatoes  and  herrings  or  perhaps  milk;  there  is  no  em- 
ployment for  them  except  they  belong  to  some  trade ; wages  in  the  country  are  6 d.  a 
day  without  food  ; they  have  not  resorted  to  selling  illicit  spirits  as  a means  of  living, 
but  the  practice  of  selling  whiskey  at  funerals  is  very  prevalent  and  the  fruitful  source 
of  mischief;  no  assistance  is  received  from  petty  sessions;  in  some  instances  the  land- 
owners  give  cabins  and  gardens  to  widows  of  tenants,  but  in  the  case  of  absentees  it 
seldoms  happens  ; tradesmen  cannot  afford  to  support  the  widows  of  their  workmen,  but 
they  assist ; App.  (a.)  145.

Widows  with  young  children,  and  without  other  means  of  support  than  their  own 
exertions,  may  be  looked  upon  as  the  most  destitute  class  of  the  population  ; many  have 
only  one  meal  a day ; no  in-door  occupation  offers  employment  for  women  sufficient  to 
procure  them  a livelihood ; in  the  seasons  of  turf  cutting,  hay  making,  harvest,  and  potato 
digging,  lasting  altogether  about  four  months,  women  can  earn  sixpence,  and  children 
foul-pence  a day ; a good  many  sell  illicit  spirits;  some  malt  corn  in  secret: 
there  have  been  two  convictions  latterly ; no  assistance  is  given  by  the  parish  to  distressed

the  child,  is  considered  degraded;  nature  of  the  evidence  required  in  the  assistant  bar- 
rister’s and  manor  courts  ; fathers  do  not  abscond  in  consequence  of  the  order  for 
wages;  no  instance  known  of  the  mothers  begging;  App.  (a.)  104. 

3.  Widows  having  Families  of  Young  Children : 

Widows  with  young  children  are  more  wretched  than  others  ; nature  of  employment 
now  open  for  them  ; it  is  not  now  enough  to  support  their  families ; before  the  failure 
of  the  linen  trade  it  was  ; widows  are  remarkable  for  the  sale  of  illicit  spirits;  owners  of 
estates  do  not  assist  widows;  when  driven  to  beggary,  the  effect  on  the  family  is  ruinous; 
relief  from  congregational  collections;  widows  are  worse  off  than  mothers  of  illegitimate 
children ; a working  man  could  not  provide  for  his  widow;  App.  (a.)  172. 

4.  The  Impotent  through  Age : 

Mode  of  supporting  the  impotent  through  age;  support  by  children;  pressure  on 
them ; those  who  beg  are  better  off  than  those  supported  by  relations;  it  is  from 
necessity  alone  they  resort  to  mendicancy;  neither  gentry  nor  absentees  contribute; 
amount  and  distribution  of  congregational  collections ; particulars  as  to  twenty  alms- 
houses for  poor  men  ; not  possible  to  save  from  earnings;  opinion  in  favour  of  a provision 
for  the  infirm  aged  ; App.  (a.)  269. 

5.  Sick  Poor : 

No  fund  for  the  sick  poor ; neighbours  collect  alms ; begging  for  illness  introduces 
habits  of  mendicancy  ; no  loan  fund  ; unwillingness  to  attend  in  cases  of.  contagious 
diseases ; children  are  not  removed ; labourers,  cottiers,  or  small  farmers  cannot  save ; 
cottiers  are  worse  off  than  labourers,  on  account  of  high  rents  ; no  benefit  or  friendly 
societies;  power  of  granting  food,  fuel,  &c.,  should  be  vested  in  a committee;  evils  of 
the  destitution  caused  by  sickness;  relapses  in  sickness  are  common,  which  would  not 
be  the  case  if  there  were  a timely  supply  of  the  necessaries  of  life;  the  dispeusary  sur- 
geons are  well  spoken  of ; App.  (a.)  339. 

• 6.  Able-bodied  out  of  Work  : 

Months  during  wbich  many  labourers  are  out  of  work;  the  poor  are  worse  off  on 
a rich  than  on  a poor  soil,  more  labour  being  required  on  the  latter ; begging  from  want 
of  employment  habituates  the  rising  population  to  mendicancy  ; evils  of  the  credit  sys- 
tem at  high  prices  ; wages  will  not  allow  saving;  the  poorest  marry  earliest ; App.  (a.) 
459* 


7.  Vagrancy: 

Number  of  beggars  ; periods  when  vagrancy  is  most  common  ; description  of  beggars; 
age  and  sex;  from  whence  strangers  come;  daily  gains  of  a beggar;  classes  which

1.  Deserted  and  Orphan  Children: 

Number  of  orphans  and  deserted  children  ; one  of  the  latter  since  closing  the  found- 
lino-  hospital ; the  number  now  appears  to  be  stationary ; deserted  childrep  are  always 
considered  illegitimate;  they  are  deserted  to  get  rid  of  the  expense,  and  to-cover  their 
own  character ; impossibility  of  the  working  classes  saving  anything  for  their  children ; 
deserted  children  are  supported  by  private  contributions  and  grand  jury  presentment; 
orphans  are  supported  by  alms;  manner  in  which  children  are  put  out  to  nurse, and  sum 
allowed  with  them;  from  strict  investigation,  the  practice  of  taking  charge  of  children 
does  not  lead  to  desertion  ; if  it  does  tend  to  increase  desertion,  it  checks  infanticide;

2.  Bastardy  : 

Number  of  bastards;  they  are  not  supported  by  the  parish;  number  of  desertions; 
the  fathers  almost  invariably  neglect  them;  honour  does  not  induce  them  to  marry  the 
mothers  ; the  mothers  often  apply  to  the  medical  men  to  procure  abortion ; applications 
for  wages  are  not  granted  without  proof  of  previous  agreement;  wages  are  not  awarded 
before  birth ; amount  granted  as  wages  for  nursing ; instances  of  repetition  of  the 
offence;  wages  are  no  inducement  to  marriage;  strong  feeling  against  such  marriages; 
the  women  are  held  in  contempt  even  by  their  own  sex;  proof  required  to  obtain 
wages ; proceedings  against  the  father ; fathers  sometimes  take  the  child ; sometimes 
they  abscond  ; frequent  instances  of  mothers  begging ; the  children  often  take  a dislike 
to  the  parent,  arid  turn  to  labour;  practice  of  swearing  rapes  to  induce  marriage  is 
frequent;  App.  (a.)  65. 

3.  Widows  having  Families  of  Young  Children : 

About  thirty  widows  in  the  Catholic  union  ; they  are  in  a very  wretched  state ; getting 
about  two  meals  a day  by  begging;  one  widow  with  three  children,  who  from  illness  are 
not  able  to  go  out,  is  supported  by  potatoes  collected  by  a beggar  woman  to  whom 
they  give  lodging  in  return;  advantage  the  females  received  from  a ladies’  association 
while  it  lasted  ; impossible  for  a woman  of  the  most  industrious  habits,  with  the  present 
rate  of  wages  and  difficulty  of  obtaining  employment,  to  maintain  herself  and  children; 
instances  of  assistance  to  widows  by  proprietors  of  estates  is  most  rare  ; there  is  no 
idea  among  the  gentry  of  giving  assistance ; assistance  given  by  the  labourers  in  tilling 
widows’  land  ; widows,  from  necessity,  beg  both  near  home  and  away  ; evils  to  society 
from  widows  being  driven  to  vagrancy  and  prostitution  ; widows  are  relieved  from  tlte 
church  collections,  which  are  open  to  persons  of  all  persuasions,  according  to  their 
necessities  ; ihey  are  also  relieved  from  chapel  collections  ; it  is  possible,  but  not  pro- 
bable, that  relief  from  a congregational  fund  might  be  made  a means  of  proselytism ; 
average  annual  collection  at  the  church  ; widows  are  generally  considered  worse  off  than 
mothers  of  illegitimate  children,  as  the  latter  often  get  wages  for  nursing  and  private 
support;  hush-money  is  frequently  given;  App.  (a.)  136. 

4.  The  Impotent  through  Age : 

Proportion  the  impotent  through  age  bear  to  the  population;  mode  of  support;  age 
at  which  they  become  incapable  of  work  ; support  by  children  ; heavy  pressure  on  them; 
support  by  neighbours  ; remittances  from  emigrants  ; marriages  are  often  induced  that 
the  children  may  be  a means  of  support  in  old  age  ; opinion  favourable  to  a provision 
for  the  aged  poor;  App.  (a.)

No  fund  for  relieving  the  sick;  employers  usually  assist ; in  contagious  diseases  the 
poor  are  not  willing  to  attend  each  other,  but  will  take  children ; instances  given  of 
destitution  during  sickness;  idleness  or  improvidence  would  not  be  encouraged  by 
giving  food,  fuel,  &c.  on  proof  of  sickness;  evils  attendant  upon  the  irrecoverable  desti- 
tution caused  by  sickness;  App.  (a.)

Periods  of  the  year  when  the  labourers  are  mostly  out  of  work  ; scanty  food  ; but  for 
the  “ pressagh”  weed  many  would  starve;  instances  of  families  being  turned  out  of  their 
holdings  ; desertions  by  the  heads  of  families  ; great  reluctance  to  beg,  but  more  so  for- 
merly than  at  present ; high  price  charged  for  credit  when  it  can  be  obtained;  impossi- 
bility of  saving;  farmers  are  very  kind  to  the  labourers;  destitution  is  the  cause  ot

has  been  remarked  in  the  general  conduct  in  after  life  of  those  deserted  in  childhood 
and  others;  children  over  twelve  months  are  not  taken  care  of  by  the  parish,  and  are 
obliged  to  beg ; maintaining  deserted  children  increases  desertions;  desertion  has 
decreased  since  closing  the  Foundling  Hospital ; objection  to  the  enactment  of  new  laws 
relating  to  the  provision  for  deserted  children ; App.  (a.)

2.  Bastardy: 

The  number  of  bastards  is  small ; they  are  not  supported  by  the  parish  unless 
deserted,  which  does  .not  frequently  occur ; one  instance  of  infanticide ; fathers  seldom

Widows  with  children  are  the  most  distressed  class ; their  earnings  will  not  support 
their  families;  one  widow  sells  illicit  spirits  ; in  one  instance  the  vestry  made  a volun- 
tary assessment  for  widows;  one  landlord  assists  his  tenants’  widows;  labouring  or 
manufacturing  population  cannot  afford  it;  gentry  do  not  subscribe ; relatives  often 
support;  they  do  not  beg;  collections  are  made  in  particular  cases;  relief  from  church 
collection;  doubtful  whether  the  working  classes  could  provide  for  their  families;  App. 
(a.)  373. 


4.  The  Impotent  through  Age : 

Proportion  of  aged  poor  to  the  population;  manner  in  which  they  are  supported; 
support  by  children  ; pressure  on  them ; those  who  beg  are  better  off  than  those  sup-

necessary;  farmers  and  shopkeepers  think  otherwise,  fearing  the  expense;  App.  (A.)

6.  Able-bodied  out  of  Work  : 

Months  during  which  there  is  not  sufficient  employment ; notwithstanding  potatoes 
grow  on  land  rented  by  the  farmer,  and  paid  for  in  labour,  great  privations  are  suffered, 
or  credit  is  obtained  at  advanced  prices;  no  fund  for  relief;  evils  of  the  credit  system; 
more  labourers  are  not  employed  than  are  required  ; wives  do  not  beg  ; stealing  is  not 
adopted  as  a means  of  relief;  doubts  whether  a labourer  could  save  ; the  poorer  classes 
marry  earlier  than  others  ; App.  (a.)  460.

collections;  their  indiscriminate  distribution  collected  beggars  from  all  parts ; weekly 
and  quarterly  allowances  are  now  distributed  according  to  a list;  App.  (a.)  166. 

4.  The  Impotent  through  Age: 

Age  at  which  labourers  are  unfit  for  work  ; old  persons  are  dependent  on  their  neigh- 
bours and  relations;  little  assistance  from  the  ^gentry;  distribution  of  church  collec- 
tions ; impossibility  of  saving ; opinions  in  favour  of  a provision  for  the  aged  and 
infirm ; but  not  for  the  able-bodied ; App.  (a.)  259. 

5.  Sick  Poor : 

After  sickness  the  poor  waste  away  for  want  of  food ; but  if  nourishment,  fuel,  &c* 
were  to  be  given  by  order  of  the  dispensary  surgeon  only,  it  might  be  open  to  abuse, 
fraud,  and  imposition  ; App.  (a.)

mitted ; credit  is  given  at  an  exorbitant  rate  of  interest;  instances  of  payment  of  rent 
by  labour;  among  whom  early  marriages  are  most  prevalent ; statement  of  the  income 
and  expenditure  of  a labourer;  abstract  from  the  books  of  the  Roscrea  Savings  Bank;

7.  Vagrancy :

Poor  widows  without  relatives  to  assist  them  are  in  a far  more  wretched  condition 
than  the  rest  of  the  community,  being  often  reduced  to  one  meal  of  potatoes  a day ; 
there  is  no  employment  peculiarly  open  to  widows,  hut  in  many  cases  they  obtain 
a preference;  it  is  not  possible  for  labourers  to  lay  by  a provision  for  their  widows ; nor 
for  widows,  by  any  industry,  to  procure  a sufficient  support  for  their  children;  widows 
are  frequently  permitted  to  retain  the  cabin  and  land  held  by  their  husbands  at  a trifling 
rent,  but  it  is  not  done  on  the  estates  of  absentees;  tradesmen’s  widows  receive  assist- 
ance from  benefit  societies,  but  not  from  those  who  employed  their  husbands;  gentry 
subscribe,  and  relatives  assist  widows;  widows  beg  in  their  own  neighbourhood; 
strangers  are  not  encouraged  ; no  instance  of  their  being  driven  to  prostitution  ; in  times 
of  peculiar  distress  a general  subscription  is  raised  out  of  which  widows  receive  their 
share;  there  is  no  permanent  subscription  fund  for  widows;  App.  (a.)  146.

Desertion  is  decreasing ; no  instance  of  legitimate  children  being  abandoned ; two 
instances  of  children  perishing  before  being  discovered;  present  wages  prevent  parents 
laying  by  anything  for  orphans;  children  are  given  to  women  in  the  parish  to  be 
nursed  ; there  is  no  parochial  inspection;  there  is  neither  foundling  hospital  nor  lunatic 
asylum  ; App.  (a.)

Number  of  bastards ; none  are  supported  by  the  parish ; mothers  rarely  desert  their

the  father  must  be  proved  to  found  an  order  for  wages;  if  wages  be  not  granted,  the 
women  are  reduced  to  beggary,  but  leave  their  parish ; they  are  thus  exposed  to  the 
miseries  and  immoralities  of  a vagrant  life,  and  rear  their  children  up  in  them;  App . 
(A.)  73,  74. 

3.  Widows,  having  Families  of  Young  Children : 

Widows  with  families  are  the  worst  off;  they  are  often  reduced  to  one  meal  of  pota- 
toes a day  ; no  employment  peculiarly  open  for  them  ; some  sell  whisky,  especially  at 
funerals;  they  make  a trade  of  attending  funerals,  and  assemblages  of  the  lower  classes, 
and  thereby  avoid  paying  fora  licence;  some  proprietors  assist  widows  whose  husbands 
resided  for  any  length  of  time  on  their  estates,  but  many  act  in  a very  different  manner ; 
relief  is  not  given  on  the  estates  of  absentees;  there  is  no  general  fund  among  the  gentry

Only  one  deserted  child  in  the  parish,  and  one  desertion  in  seven  years;  a child  is 
being  supported  by  a man  from  attachment  to  it,  it  having  been  originally  put  to  nurse, 
and  payment  promised ; impossibility  of  making  provision  for  orphans  ; voluntary  con- 
tributions have  been  made  for  orphans,  but  rarely;  deserted  children  under  12  months 
old  only  are  provided  for;  sum  assessed;  mode  of  nursing  and  inspection;  opinion  in 
favour  of  a well-regulated  institution  over  families  of  the  poorer  classes  for  the  education 
and  maintenance  of  deserted  children  ; no  inference  can  be  drawn  from  the  charter 
schools,  as  they  were  places  of  patronage,  rather  than  public  utility;  providing  for  the 
children  does  not  increase  the  number  of  desertions;  decrease  since  closing  the  Found- 
ling Hospital;  strict  investigations  are  made  to  discover  mothers;  every  parish  should 
have  a workhouse,  in  which  poor  orphans  should  be  supported  and  educated;  App.  (a.) 


2.  Bastardy :

sidered as  degraded,  but  the  stigma  attaching  to  him  is  not  so  great  as  that  attached  to 
the  mother  ; marriage  does  not  often  follow  an  action  for  wages  ; it  sometimes  takes 
place  before  birth,  such  cases  being  encouraged  by  the  clergy;  the  women  are  not 
compelled  to  have  recourse  to  begging  ; App.  (a.)  105,  106.

not  considered  to  have  any  claim  on  the  proprietor  of  the  estate  where  her  husband 
worked  ; shopkeepers  do  not  consider  themselves  bound  to  relieve  the  widows  of  their 
workmen ; cabins  have  in  some  instances  been  given  to  widows  rent-free,  but  there  is 
too  great  competition  for  land  to  allow  of  that  being  given  rent-free;  the  relief  by  the

Children  deserted  are  supposed  to  be  illegitimate;  there  are  a few  instances  of  their 
perishing  before  they  were  discovered;  impossibility  of  labourers  saving;  the  support 
of  orphans  generally  falls  on  the  nearest  relatives;  the  churchwardens  used  to  take 
charge  of  deserted  children;  care  taken  of  the  children;  highest  sum  allowed  to  be 
expended  on  a child  ; deserted  children  were  apprenticed  ; apprentice  fund  levied  on 
the  parish  ; children  who  are  deserted,  beyond  the  age  of  infancy,  become  beggars; 
taking  care  of  the  children  increases  desertions;  desertion  has  not  decreased  since  the 
closing  of  the  Foundling  Hospital,  Dublin;  the  superintendence  of  deserted  children 
should  be  committed  to  the  clergy  of  the  Established  Church,  the  expenditure  being 
under  the  control  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners ; general  opinion  against  provi- 
sion by  vestry  ; legitimate  children  are  not  deserted ; there  are  no  funds  for  the  support 
of  deserted  children;  few  of  them  are  sheltered  or  educated  by  the  religious  ortlers  ; the

2.  Bastardy : 

The  parish  does  not  provide  for  bastards  as  such  ; it  provides  for  bastards,  foundlings, 
when  deserted,  which  Frequently  takes  place;  instances  of  destruction  are  rare;  induce- 
ments to  marriages  which  frequently  occur ; the  mother  is  granted  wages,  not  as  mother, 
but  as  nurse;  the  law  should  be  declared  in  such  cases;  the  justices  below  do  not  concur 
with  the  barristers,  and  the  relief  has  become  slow  and  insecure;  amount  granted;

women  and  children;  the  family  rarely  entirely  cast  off  a female  for  the  offence;  food 
of  the  children  ; carelessness  with  respect  to'  the  Jives  of  others  does  not,  ensue  from 
desertion  ; App.  (a.)

3.  Widows  having  Families  of  Young  Children  : 

Widows,  whose  husbands’  lands  have  passed  into  their  hands,  hire  a farming  servant 
for  husbandry  purposes,  and  struggle  to- exist  by  the  produce  of  the  land,  until  their 
children  are  able  to  take  part  in  the  culture  of  the  land;  they  average  two  meals  of 
potatoes  per  day,  but  in  the  long  summer  they  are  scarce  ; many  can  work  at  spinning, 
knitting  or  needlework,  but  there  is  no  demand  for  the  produce  of  such  employment  • 
a widow  without  land  has  difficulty  in  supporting  herself  and  family,  and  beggary  or 
vice  frequently  ensues;  none  of  the  lower  orders  would  be  deterred  from  selling  or 
making  illicit  spirits,  if  the  doing  so  were  profitable  ; it  is  not  looked  upon  as  a criminal 
act ; detection  brings  sorrow,  hut  no  shame;  there  is  no  assistance  by  either  parish  or 
petty  sessions;  the  resident  owners  of  estates  on  which  the  husbands  lived,  frequently 
assist  the  widows;  recently  absentee  proprietors  have  become  more  attentive  to  the 
Irish  poor;  in  the  north  they  are  very  considerate ; it  is  not  the  practice  to  relieve  them 
' by  giving  them  land;  master  tradesmen  do  not  support  the  widows  of  their  workmen  ■ '

4 The  Impotent  through  Age  :

The  system  of  deserting  children  is  on  the  decrease  ; less  has  been  heard  about  them 
since  the  closing  of  the  national  hospital ; legitimate  children  are  not  exposed  and 
deserted;  labouring  classes  cannot  provide  for  their  children  in  the  event  of  their  becoming 
orphans  ; destitute  orphans  were  provided  for  bv  contributions  in  the  parish ; the  laws  pro- 
viding for  deserted  children  are  not  clearly  understood  ; presentments  made  have  always 
been  rejected;  since  the  change  regarding  parochial  assessments,  the  churchwarden  has 
ceased  to  have  the  power  of  interfering,  with  regard  to  deserted  children  ; children 
brought  up  in  public  institutions  are  less  useful,  and  not  more  moral  members  of  society, 
neither  are  they  as  robust  and  healthy  as  those  nursed  in  the  parish ; the  latter  become 
part  of  the  family  in  which  they  were  reared  ; some  provision  should  be  made  for  them; 
App.  (a.)  19.  ' 

2.  Bastardy ; 

Number  of  bastards  unknown ; none  are  supported  by  the  parish  ; mothers  often  desert 
their  children,  but  seldom  destroy  them  ; fathers  always  neglect  them  ; amount  of  wages 
granted  ; but  not  till  after  birth;  applicants  not  punished  for  a second  offence;  mothers 
are  looked  upon  with  reproach,  and  find  difficulty  in  getting  husbands,  unless  through 
the  influence  of  persons  in  a higher  rank  ; proceedings  against  the  father  ; his  acknow- 
ledgment necessary  before  wages  can  be  enforced  ; the  order  for  wages  does  not  make 
the  men  abscond;  not  usual  for  the  mothers  to  bring  actions  for  nursing;  if  wages  are 
not  granted,  the  mothers  are  driven  to  beg ; they  go  away  from  home,  and  want  often 
drives  them  to  prostitution  ; the  child  is  reared  up  in  all  the  immoralities  of  a vagrant 
life,  and  suffers  as  well  as  its  mother  all  the  miseries  of  destitution;  App.  (a.)  74.

3.  Widows  having  Families  of  Young  Children  : 

Widows  with  families  of  young  children  are  the  worst  off  among  the  poor;  they 
frequently  live  on  two  scanty  meals  of  potatoes  a day;  if  they  get  milk  they  are 
fortunate;  before  the  ruin  of  the  linen  trade,  widows  could  earn  tolerably  good  wages; 
at  present  there  are  scarcely  any  regular  modes  of  maintenance ; the  children  are  often 
able  to  earn  enough  for  their  own  support;  the  widow  is  occasionally  allowed  to  retain 
the  cabin  and  garden  at  a small  rent,  and  frequently  none  ; every  disposition  among  all 
classes  to  help  the  poor  widows;  young  labourers  sometimes  assist  widows  with  an 
evening’s  labour;  if  they  beg  it  is  near  home,  as  they  are  better  treated  ; if  they  beg,  the 
children  are  reared  up  in  the  miseries  of  a vagrant  life;  widows  of  the  same  persuasion 
receive  relief  from  congregational  lists,  but  no  attempt  has  been  made  at  proselytism ; 
labouring  men  in  very  few  cases  only  could  provide  for  their  widows  and  children  ; App.

4.  The  Impotent  through  Age: 

Various  modes  adopted  for  support  by  the  impotent  through  age;  age  at  which  they 
become  incapable  of  supporting  themselves;  support  by  children  and  neighbours; 
remittances  by  emigrants  were  more  frequent  formerly  than  at  present ; those  who  beg 
are  better  off  than  those  who  do  not ; reluctance  to  beg  ; extent  of  assistance  by  gentry;

Police.  Influence  of  the  Irish  on  the  police  of  the  towns  of  Great  Britain,  App.  (g.) 
Rep.  xl— — The  defective  state  of  the  police  in  the  large  provincial  towns  of  England  was 
not  found  to  produce  any  serious  inconvenience,  on  account  of  the  habits  of  obedience 
to  the  law  which  the  people  had  formed,  ib. — —And  the  mutual  assistance  which,  in 

emergencies,  they  afforded  to  each  other,  ib. When  large  bodies  of  Irish,  of  less  orderly 

habits  and  far  more  prone  to  use  violence  in  fits  of  intoxication,  settled  permanently  in 
these  towns,  the  police  was  found  inadequate  to  the  regular  enforcement  of  the  law,  ib. 

Statement  by  Dr.  Kay,  that  the  introduction  of  masses  of  inhabitants  into  the  large 

towns  of  England,  greatly  below  the  level  of  civilization  common  to  its  working  classes, Is 
an  evil  which  much  economical  benefit  would  be  required  to  compensate,  ib.  and  App.

1.  Reasons  of  some  of  the  Commissioners  for  recommending  Voluntary  Associations  for 

the  Relief  of  the  Poor:  J 

There  are  and  must  be  continually  arising  many  cases  of  real  destitution  which  cannot  be 
relieved  by  a compulsory  assessment  without  bringing  claims  upon  it  to  an  unlimited  extent 
App.  (h.)  pt.  i.  3 Recommendation  that  an  endeavour  should  be  made  to  bring  volun- 

tary almsgiving  under  regulations  and  system,  so  as  to  direct  it  to  the  relief  of  real  distress 

exclusively,  ib. Even  the  profuse  provisions  made  for  the  poor  by  the  English  poor 

law  did  not  prevent  the  formation  of  a multitude  of  voluntary  associations  for  charitable 
purposes,  many  of  which  impaired  the  industry  of  the  people  and  increased  among  them 

the  indolent  and  dependent  spirit  of  paupers,  The  best  means  of  systematizing 

and  regulating  voluntary  almsgiving  is  to  hold  out  the  offer  of  a measure  of  public  aid* 
for  all  voluntary  associations  based  on  certain  principles  and  governed  by  fixed  regu- 
lations approved  by  a central  Board,  ib.
